CEDAR RAPIDS, Ia., May 27— 
Dr. Robert C. Rutledge Jr. on trial 
for the murder of Eyron C. Hatt- 
Man, was pictured today as an 
“idealist” who had been subjected 
to “unbearable” pressure as the 
case neared its end. The case was 
expected to go to the jury late 
today or early tomorrow. 

In today’s final arguments, the 
state urged conviction for mur- 
der in the first degree. The de- 
fense called for acquittal, con- 


tending that Dr. Rutledge had | 


fought his wife's admirer only in 
self-defense. 
Surprise Witness. 

As tlie closing arguments reached 
the halfway point, the defense ob- 
tained permission from District 
Judge J. E. Heiserman to reopen 


evidence and present a surprise 
witness. | 

The witness was Mrs. es 
Schanberg, 65 years old, a cleaning 
woman employed at Cutler-Ham- 
mer, . 1914 Washington ave- 
nue. Was told she 
could testify that Hattman last 
August carried a long-bladed knife 
and, following a heated telephone 
conversation with someone, threat- 
ened to kill the person he had 
talked to on the phone. 

: Story Told to Lawyers. 

Mrs. Schanberg told the follow- 
ing story to ＋ attorneys: 
She was cleaning up about 6 p. m. 
one day last August when a young 
man she later identified from: a 
mewspaper photograph as Hatt- 
man came to the Cutler-Hammer 
office, said he was “Barney of 
Emerson Electric,” and asked to 
use the telephone. 

An angry conversation over the 
phone ensued, after which Hatt- 
man exhibited a knife “with a 
spring blade as long as a dinner 
knife.” He said he was “having 
trouble and would run it (the 
knife) into the man’s heart until 
it came out the back.” 

The prosecution has contended 
that Hattman carried a pocket 
knife with a blade only 2% inches 
long, a weapon too small to have 
inflicted the 6-inch stab wound 
that pierced his heart. 

Possible Verdicts. 

On completion of the closing 
arguments, Judge Heiserman will 
read his instructions. The jury of 
nine men and three women will be 
told it may return any one of 
the following four verdicts: 

Murder in the first degree, 

punishable by death or life im- 

prisonment. 

Murder in the 
10 years to life. 

Manslaughter, not more than 
@ight years in prison and a fine 

of not more than $1000. 

Not guilty. 

The jury fixes the penalty in the 
event of a first-degree murder 
conviction, but on the others the 
judge decides the punishment.

SUCCESSFUL ‘ATTACKS 
REPORTED ON B36 


Air Forces Fighter Said to 
Have Won in 38 of 50

WASHINGTON, May 27 (UP)— 
The Air Force's ace speed ‘pilot, 
Capt. Charles E. Yeager, has been 
reported in Americar Aviation 
Daily to have made 38 successful 
interceptions with a jet F-86 fight- 
er out of 50 tries against B-36 
bombers. The aviation trade pub- 
lication said in a recent issue: 
“There’s considerable industry 
scoffing at the Air Force's in- 
vulnerability’ claims for its Con- 
vair B-36. West Coast sources 
state that Chuck Yeager, first 
supersonic pilot, recently made 38 
successful passes out of 50 on the 
B-36, flying a North American 
F-86 at altitudes around 43,0% 
feet.” 
Yeager has flown several hun- 
dred miles faster than sound — 
about 760 miles an hour at sea 
level — many times in the Air 
Force's rocket- powered experimen- 
tal X-1 plane. 
The F-86, a subsonic jet plane, 
is the most recent fighter put into 
operation by the Air Force. It was 
designed primarily as a penetra- 
tion fighter to attack planes and 
ground targets deep in enemy ter- 
ritory. The Air Force only re- 
cently started testing the XF-91, 
its first jet fighter designed pri- 
2 for high altitude intercep- 
on. 
Another aviation magazine, Avi- 
ation Week, had a different ver- 
sion of the B-36 and jet fighter 
duel. It said two other jet pilots 
who flew with Yeager in the dem- 
onstration, Which it said was held 
over Muroc Base; California, re- 
ported only limited success against 
the six-engine bomber. 
This magazine quoted the pilots 
as saying they could not make 
effective attacks on the B-36 
except from the tail position.

Firemen From 6 Communities. 

Firemen from Maplewood, Rich- 
mond Heights, Brentwood, Web- 
ster Groves, Rock Hill and Clayton 
fought the flames for more than 


two hours before bringing them 


under control. 

Elmer Bartlett, 9005 Meadow- 
brook avenue, Overland, an em- 
ploye of the chemical company, 
who was alone in the plant when 
the fire started, told Fire Capt. 
Matt Recsnik of Maplewood that 
he was dehydrating a mixture of 
alcohol, benzene and _ sulphuric 
acid in a tank 15 feet high. 

Steam was being used to bring 
the mixture to the boiling point of 
water, when the chemicals boiled 
over. There were 600 gallons of the 
mixture in the tank. 

“The chemicals bubbled over the 
side of the tank,” Bartlett said. 
“Some of it hit a light bulb and 
burst into flame. Almost immedi- 
ately there were flames all around 
me. I ran to the door and got out 
without getting hurt.” 

Roof Caves in. 

As the flames spread through 
the building, one tank of insecti- 
cide after another exploded. 
Flames from the burning material 
ate through the rafters holding 
the roof. It caved in, sending a 
shower of sparks into the air. 

Firemen trained streams of wa- 
ter into the building through 
burned out doors and windows 
and through the roof, after it fell. 
Capt. Recsnik cautioned all fire- 
men to remain out of the building, 
because of the explosions. Heat 
from the fire and the explosions 
cracked the concrete walls. 

Damage was estimated by P. S. 
Williams, manager in charge of 
manufacturing for the California 
Spray concern. He said damage to 
chemicals was $200,000 and to the 
building, $35,000.

VISHINSKY ASK 
WEST TO SUGGEST 
CHANGES IN SOVIET 
PLAN IN GERMANY 


‘Amendments Might Be 
Acceptable,’ Russian 
Tells Acheson, Bevin 
and Schuman at Fifth 


Session in Paris.

PARIS, May 27 (UP) — Russian 


Foreign Minister Andrei T. Vi- 


shinsky invited the three Western 
powers today to suggest amend- 
ments to his plan for returning to 
the old four-power rule and con- 
trol of Germany. 

The invitation was Vishinsky’s 
only response to repeated Western 
demands that Russia disclose the 
amount of reparations already 
taken from Germany and list the 
number of German plants trans- 
ferred to Soviet ownership. 

The fifth meeting of the Coun- 
cil of Foreign Ministers was an- 
other sparring match, with neither 
side willing to make any hard and 
fast proposal or take the initi- 
ative. 

Vishinsky’s Invitation. 

Vishinsky’s statement was the 
firsy sign that Russia would not 
necessarily stand firm on its ini- 
tial proposal, to go completely 
back to Potsdam with resumption 
of the four-power Allied Control 
Council. 

“Possibly something else might 
be proposed which would lighten 
the atmosphere surrounding the 
German question,” Vishinsky said. 
“I am not one to yield easily, but 
my will is not decisive here. 

“Amendments might be suggest- 
ed which might be acceptable. But 
so far no amendments and no pro- 
posals have come from my col- 
leagues.” 


WEST DRAFTS PLAN 
ON GERMAN UNITY 


By ARTHUR GAVSHON 

PARIS, May 27 (AP)—The 
Western powers have drafted a 
plan to unify east and west Ger- 
many, official sources close to the 
Big Four foreign ministers said 
today. 

The western plan is expected to 
be presented to Russia’s Andrei Y. 
Vichinsky by next week, inform- 
ants said. Originally it was re- 
ported that the west intended to 
toss their proposal into today’s 
session of the four powers, but 
the United States was said to have 
decided to hold back at the in- 
sistence of British and French 
political advisers. 

Thus far the West has not re- 
jected outright the Russian call 
for a return to four-power control 
and for an elected German eco- 
nomic and administrative council. 
However, they have served notice 
they want: 

1. To turn management of 
political and economic affairs 
over to the Germans. 

2. To retain supervision only 
of security, demilitarization, in- 
dustrial production and foreign 
policy matters. 

3. Russia to understand it can- 
not expect to receive any more 
reparations out of west German 
or all-German current produc- 
tion. 

4. To see Russia loosen its 
grip on the economy of the east- 
ern zone by dissolving all in- 
dustrial trusts it has acquired 
and formed in the region. 

Soviet Report Questioned. 
Meanwhile the American, Brit- 
ish and French delegations’ po- 
litical advisers attempted to dis- 

sect Vishinsky’s declaration that 

the Soviet zone is running at a 

profit. Their information, they 

said, does not bear out his asser- 
ons. 

Vishinsky asserted at yester- 
day’s session of the ministers that 
Russia had constructed scores of 
soft-coal shafts, a considerabje 
number of power plants and open 
hearth furnaces. He said east 
German industry had developed 
without incurring any external 
debt—in contrast, he contended, to 
the western zones. 

Vishinsky, presenting statistics 
about the Soviet zone in response 
to a demand Monday by Acheson, 
said industrial production in the 
eastern zone has increased until 
now it is 96.6 per cent of the 1936 
level. That is a higher recovery 


level than the western powers 


have reported for their zones. 
Some types of production, Vishin- 
sky said, are above the 1936 level. 


ARCHITECT SAYS 
TRUMAN LIKES IDEA 
OF CAPITAL IN WEST 


WASHINGTON, May 27 (AP)— 
Frank Lioyd Wright, exponent of 
modern architecture, emerged 
from the White House yesterday 
and said President Truman agrees 
with him that the nation’s capital 
should be transplanted “west of 
the Misssisippi river.” 

But, he conceded with a grin, 
the President did not commit 
himself to start such a movement. 

The architect, who lives near

17 KILLED BY LAVA. 
WHILE CLIMBING 
COLOMBIA. VOLCANO | 


CALI, Colombia, May 27 (AP)— 
Seventeen persons were killed by 
searing lava when they tried to 
scale an active volcano, it was 
learned here today. 

The group of engineering stu- 
dents led by a professor was on a 
field trip at Purace, site of the 
volcano, about 150 miles southwest 
of Bogota. 

Continued eruptions have pre- 
vented recovery of.the bodies. 


WASHINGTON, May 27 (AP)— 
Akutan volcano, 27 miles north- 
east of Dutch Harbor in the Aleu- 
tians, has been acting up again. 

Hugh McGlashan, postmaster at 
Akutan village, eight miles east of 
the volcano, reports the 4200-foot 
island cone began erupting lava 
and ashes April 29. Three heavy 
earthquakes preceded the eruption 
by about two weeks, he said. 

The eruption continued full scale 
until May 10, and then decreased 
somewhat, The last previous erup- 
tion was in January 1947. 


GRADUATES FACE 
POOR PROSPECTS 
OF FINDING JOBS 


WASHINGTON, May 27 (AP)— 
College graduates will have a 
harder time finding jobs this sum- 
mer because of fewer jobs open 
and a bigger crop of graduates, 
Ewen Clague, United States Com- 
missioner of Labor Statistics, said 
yesterday. 

He estimated there would be 
320,000 college and 1,200,000 high 
school graduates. 

Clague said college enrollment is 
increasing steadily, having risen 
from 3,300,000 in 1940 to 4,000,000 
now, and may go to 5,000,000 by 
1960. This probably means more 
competition for professional and 
executive jobs, he said. 

These are the fields Clague says 
will be overstocked with college 
graduates during the next few 
years: Engineering, law, account- 
ing, business administration, per- 
sonnel work and journalism. 

Clague said there will be con- 
tinued shortages in teaching, 
nursing, medicine, dentistry, med- 
ical-service occupations, and social 
work. Meanwhile the Federal 
Bureau of Employment Security 
reported that job prospects in 
farm employment had seasonally 
showed “sharp improvement” in 
April with “a more moderate 
pickup” for non-farm employment. 


DRIVER LICENSES FOR INSANE 
REPORTED LEGAL IN 14 STATES 


SOUTHBRIDGE, Mass., May 27 
(UP)—American Optical Co. said 
today that insane persons could 
obtain drivers’ licenses legally in 


five states. 

The company released the re- 
sults of a survey showing that 
no laws exist ualifying insane 
persons from holding drivers’ H- 
censes in Missouri, Colorado, 
Idaho, Iowa, Kansas, Kentucky, 
Louisiana, Maryland, Nebraska, 
Nevada, Rhode Island, South Da- 
kota and Wyoming. In addition, 
the company said, epileptics are 
not barred in New Mexico and 
North Dakota. 

No minimum visual require- 
ments are stated, the company 
said, in Georgia, Kansas, Missou

Ruling Follows 2-Hour 
Argument—Bail-Jump- 
ing Communist Hears 
Decision Stolidly, Then 
Smiles Jubilantly.  — 


LONDON, May 27 (AP)—Britain 
refused today to send Gearhart 
Eisler back to the United States 
to serve two prison sentences 
which grew out of investigation of 
his Communist activities there. 

Bow Street magistrate’s court 
rejected the American demand 
that Eisler be extradited. That left 
Eisler—called. America’s No. 1 
Communist agent by a congres- 
sional committee—free to go on to 
the Soviet zone of Germany— 
permanently out of American 
grasp. 

(In Washington, State Depart- 
ment legal authorities have ad- 
vised the Department of Justice 
to drop attempts to extradite Eis- 
ler, the United Press said.) 

After almost two hours of argu- 
ment in Bow Street court—the 
only British court which can deal 
with extradition cases — Magis- 
trate Sir Laurence Dunne ruled 
the United States had failed to 
prove that Eisler had been con- 
victed of a extraditable offense. 

Perjury Charge Ruled Out. 

The United States had con- 
tended that Eisler's conviction of 
“false swearing” in falsification of 
passport information was tanta- 
mount to conviction of perjury, 
which is an extraditable offense 
under the Anglo-American treaty 
of 1870, Eisler's counsel declared 
he was a political refugee, and 
not extraditable. The court held 
that Eisler's offense, making a 
false statement under oath, was 
not the same as perjury, and that 
he could not be extradited for 
that offense. 

Eisler’s other conviction was for 
“willful and deliberate” refusal to 
be sworn and testify before the 
House Un American Activities 
Committee. 


Home Office sources said so far 
as they know British law on extra- 
dition provides for an appeal only 
in cases lost by the individual in- 
volved. Counsel for the United 
States Embassy made no request. 
for a right to appeal the Bow 
Street court’s ruling. 

Eisler Smiles Jubilantly. 

Eisler heard the judgment 
stolidly at first. He solemnly 
shook hands with the policemen 
who had guarded him, but when 
court was dismissed and he was 
a free man, he broke into a 
jubilant smile.

Troops Left Behind. 

The ships left behind the Na- 
tionalist troops who had failed to 
make the 10-mile northward 
march down the Whangpoo river 
escape corridor from Shanghai to 
Woosung. How many only the 
Reds would know after they had 
reunded them up. 

The sharp—but minor—fighting 
for Shanghai really was over last 
night. However, not until today 
did the handful of Nationalist 
rearguards who made a final, mad 
stand in the heart of the city 
make up their minds to quit. 

For two days they had held the 
bridges across Soochow’ creek 
which flows through downtown 
Shanghai and into the Whangpoo 
at the north end of the famous 
Bund. They held also the big mod- 
ern buildings that commanded the 
bridge approaches. Their orders 
were to hold the bridges, to pro- 
tect the Shanghai garrison’s with- 
drawal to Woosung. 

Holed up in the buildings, they 
stayed at their guns long after 
the Reds had crossed upstream, 
flanked them from behind and 
moved through the northern part 
of the city after the retreating 
garrison. 

The Nationalists stayed as long 
as they did because they were 
afraid to quit. It was the for- 
eigners trapped in the buildings 
with them who finally persuaded 
the last of them to give up. Com- 
munist troops came and got them 
this morning. The thousands of 
suddenly freed civilians—Chinese 
and foreign—burst out into what 
had been a no-man's land for 50 
dangerous hours. 

The number of casualties in the 


fighting that made a battleground 
out of such thoroughfares as the 
Bund and Peking road was not 
known. Some sources put the ci- 
vilian dead and wounded at less 
than 200—practically all Chinese. 
Chinese newspapers said the toll 
was “several hundred,” most of 
them Nationalist soldiers.

The announcement said air-to- 
ground fire will be conducted in 
the Bueckeberg air corridor, in 
the British zone.

They allowed 
some American and British pas- 
senger trains through yesterday 
after the Western powers had pro- 
tested that one of the trains 
lacked food and drinking water.

He 
said 34 freight trains carrying 
coal, food and other supplies were 
tied up along the line between 
here and Helmstedt.

Mathon Kyritsis, president of 
the State of Illinois Commercial 
Fisherman, said Lampreys — 
which prey on other fish by suck- 
ing their blood—have been found 
for the first time this year in in- 
land lakes and rivers in Illinois 
and nearby areas. 

The eel-like lampreys have “all 
but destroyed” commercial fishing | 
in the Great Lakes and now 


threatens fishing as a sport, Ky- 
ritsis said. 

He said lampreys had been 
found this year in Channel Lake 
in the Fox River 
at McHenry, III.; in the Calumet 
river and in the Mississippi. 

Some have been inadvertently 
transported from the Great Lakes 
by commercial bait fishermen, 
who seined baby lampreys in with 
the minnows and unknowingly 
turned them loose in inland lakes, 
Kyritsis said. Others have — 
eled up streams and tributaries to 
reach sportsmen’s fishing grounds. 


Kyritsis said a delegation had 
gone to Washington recently to 
seek federal aid in eradicating the 
lamprey.

Some of Plans Recom-

WASHINGTON, May 27 (AP)— 
Some of the plans of the late Sec- 
retary of Defense James V. For- 


restal for more teamwork between 
the Army, Navy and Air Forces 
have taken one big step toward 
coming true. 

The Senate approved a bill yes- 
terday for tighter unification but 
it faces an uncertain future in 
the House. For one thing the 
House Armed Services Committee 
has held no hearings on the uni- 
fication amendments this session. 

Chairman Vinson (Dem), 
Georgia, has told friends he be- 
lieves that Secretary Johnson, For- 
restal’s successor, now has ample 


powers. 
Forrestal recommended the 
changes before he resigned and | 


became ill after 18 months of try- 


ing to get the three services to- 
gether. He killed himself Sunday 
by leaping from the sixteenth 
floor of a naval hospital. 

In broad terms, the Senate- 
approved bill would clarify and 
expand the direction and control 
of Johnson and future Secretaries 
of Defense over the spending and 
policies of the three miltiary de- 
partments, 

Senate approval came last eve- 
ning on a voice vote after nearly 
a week of debate. 

A long series of amendments 
came from Senator Morse (Rep.), 
Oregon, only member of the 
Armed Services Committee who 
voted against the committee bill. 
He said he wants more unifica- 
tion” than the Senate majority. 

He won acceptance of only one 
proposal—authority for the Presi- 
dent to transfer officers between 
the Army, Navy and Air Forces 
without loss of grade or other 
rights, Consent of the officers and 
the services would be required 

The bill retains prohibitions 
against shifting assigned func- 
tions between the three depart- 
ments. Thig amounted to rejection 
of Morse’s argument that the Sec- 
retary of Defense should be able 
to transfer marines to the Army 
or navy flyers to the Air Force. 

The bill would install a new uni- 
form system of accounting and 
fiscal contro] in the defense de- 
partment and the three subordi- 
nate military departments. 

This was suggested by former 
President Hoover and his commis- 
sion on Government reorganiza- 
tion. Hoover estimated it might 
cut $1,500,000,000 from annual de- 
fense costs, now running above 15 
billion dollars a year. 

Senator Tydings (Dem.), Mary- 
land, chairman of the Armed Serv- 
ices Committee, said he would be 
happy if $500,000,000 is saved.

The Senate today passed with- 
out opposition a “hush-hush” bill 
to broaden the powers of the Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency. It offers 
special benefits to American spies 
and their informers. A similar 
measure has been approved by 
the House. Minor differences will 
have to be adjusted before the 
legislation is sent to President 
Truman. 

The Central Intelligence Agency 
was set up in 1947 by combining 
all of the varied wartime “cloak 
and dagger” and separate mili- 
tary and diplomatic intelligence 


services under a single agency. 

The biggest change in existing 
law would be permission to admit 
up to 100 aliens each year “for 
permanent residence” in this coun- 
try without regard to usual im- 
migration quotas or restrictions. 
These would be foreigners who 
had performed special intelligence 
duties overseas for this country 
and faced possible torture or 
death for such activities. 

The aliens would be allowed to 
bring their immediate families 
with them. As a precaution 
against possible misbehavior after 
arrival here, the aliens could be 
deported later for cause.

Arguments in favor of the bill, 
introduced by Senator Neely 
(Dem.), West Virginia, were pre- 
sented by H. J. Ankeny, chief of 
the coal mine inspection branch of 
the Bureau of Mines. Ankeny’s ex- 
perience includes the investigation 
of 17 coal mine disasters in which 
a total of 792 men were killed. 
He was in charge of the bureau’s 
investigation of the Centralia 
(III.) explosion of March 25, 1947, 
which killed 111 men. 

Opponents were represented by 
James W. Haley, secretary and gen- 
eral counsel of the National Coal 
Association, trade organization of 
the bituminous coal mine owners 
and operators in the United States. 
Members of the association con- 
trol production of about 75 per 
cent of the bituminous coal used 
in this country. 

These were the only two wit- 
nesses to appear yesterday before 
the subcommittee, which is head 
ed by Neely. Hearings will con- 
tinue next week but it is doubtful 
whether any witness will have 
much to say that wasn’t said by 
Ankeny and Haley. 

Education Called Insufficient. 

Answering witnesses who have 
testified previously that education 
is a better approach to mine safe- 
ty than legislation, Ankeny said: 

“Evidence has been presented 
indicating clearly that educational 
measures alone are not sufficient 
and that something more than 
voluntary action is needed. The 
bureau has been face to face with 
the safety educational problems of 
the industry and I believe that it 
is doing a superlative job in this 
direction. 

“Where management does not 


provide the means for establishing 


reasonable safety standards, how- 
ever, it is difficult to attain the ef- 
fective action that should result 
from the bureau’s training. 
“There is not much to be gained 


conditions, Safety education is an 
important adjunct to a well-round- 
ed safety program but the sooner 
we stop thinking of it as a substi- 
tute for the maintenance of rea- 
sonable safety standards the soon- 
er we will achieve our objective 
in the prevention of accidents.” 
Cites Four Main Points. 

Ankeny, speaking from his back- 
ground of 28 years in the coal min- 
ing industry, made four points. 
These were: 

“1. There is nothing mysteri- 
ous about the cause of mine dis- 
asters. There are few hazards 
known to coal mining men that 
cannot be guarded against with- 
in the limits of practicability. 

“2. The conditions that result 
in mine explosions are well 
known, Of the 17 major disasters 
I have investigated, there was 
not one that could not have been 
prevented. The cause of each 
could have been recognized in 
advance, 


“3. The means of prevention 
of such disasters are well known 
and could have been put in ef- 
fect without undue hardship to 
anyone. 


“4. Many coal-mining com- 
panies are diligent in the appli- 
cation of adequate safety meas- 
ures to prevent widespread dis- 
asters but some companies are 
reluctant or unwilling to adopt 
such measures, and gamble with 
the lives of their employes 
against a moderate increase in 
cost necessary to give protec- 
tion.” 

“I use the word gamble advised- 
ly because there have been many 
mines operated with a multiplicity 
of serious disaster hazards that 
have been worked out and aban- 
doned without a major disaster,” 
Ankeny said. 

“Some persons connected with 
the coal-mining industry contend 
that coal mining involves inherent- 
ly hazardous occupations and that 
personal injuries and loss of life 
must be accepted as inevitable.

Like many men who appear to 
be extremely tough—Forrestal in- 
cluded—Johnson is sensitive to 
implications about his personal 
conduct. The Forrestal tragedy 
has been hard on him for every 
reason, but the one that troubled 
him most was strictly personal. 
This was the persistent report that 
his appointment represents purely 
a political obligation on the Presi- 
dent’s part which Johnson pressed 
him to pay.

He may be a mer- 
chant or professional man who does not desire 
to give up his calling in life, or who cannot 
afford to do so. Therefore, many of his duties 
are defegated to a manager. In nearly all big 
cities in the United States, the mayor ts a full- 
time official, and the Mayor-Council form pre- 
vails. 0 

. . . 

St. Louis by and large has been a well- 
governed city for many years. Rolla Wells, Fred 
Kreismann, Henry Kiel, Victor Miller, Bernard 
Dickmann, William Dee Becker, Aloys Kauf- 
mann and now Mayor Darst have been the 
mayors of St. Louis since the turn of the cen- 
tury. During that period, the voters made only 
one serious mistake, that is, the election of Mil- 
ler, who entered office as a so-called moral re- 
former and left it a victim of paresis. One of 
the few important scandals in the period was 
the Ryckoff scandal of the Miller administration. 


Why tamper with a system that has worked 
so well in this city? There are always persons 
with the finest intentions who think good gov- 
ernment can be had by new devices. That’s an 
illusion. In the worst days of Tom Pendergast, 
Kansas City had a city manager who was tucked 
neatly in the boss’ pocket and was his Charlie 
McCarthy. 

„ — - 

Theoretically, it might be a good idea for the 
Police Department to be controlled from the 
City Hall. That is urged under the seductive 
name of home rule. But St. Louis and Kansas 
City both know by experience that it is better 
in the long run to permit the Governor to name 
the Police Board. Even an oecasional poor Po- 
lice Board is a fair price to pay rather than 
to permit the Mayor to use the Police Depart- 
ment as the nucleus of a political machine. 
Again to cite Pendergast, he got control of the 
Kansas City police force and corrupted it until 
Gov. Stark, in one of the most memorable 
fights in Missouri history, recaptured it. 

The same cannot be said, however, for other 
offices which now are under state control, but 
which properly belong in the local administra- 
tion. We refer to such offices as city treasurer, 
collector of revenue, license collector, coroner, 
sheriff and recorder of deeds. The city pays for 
the support of these offices, but has little con- 
trol over them. The Board of Frecholders, we 
think, should recommend their inclusion in the 
city administration, with employes covered by 
the merit system. 

There will be pressure on the Board of Free- 
holders to elect Aldermen by city-wide vote. 
People with short memories forget that St. Louis 
had such a system prior to 1941. There are strong 
arguments for retaining the present system, a 
major one being that it prevents one dominat- 
ing party from electing all the Aldermen. It 
fosters wholesome minority representation.

With all respect to that grand citizen of St. 
Louis, Father Edward J. Dowling, we think it 
would be a mistake to destroy the independence 
of the Zoo, the City Art Commission and the 
Board of Education. He might also have men- 
tioned the Library. While the selection of school 
board members is badly in need of improve- 
ment, the board should be beyond the reach 
of City Hall politicians. The Zoo, the Art Mu- 
seum and the Library likewise should be pro- 
tected from political raids. 

Altogether, the Board of Freeholders has 
made a fine start. If it continues to steer clear 
of freak ideas, and addresses itself to obvious 
reforms in the city’s organic law—having in 
mind the usages and customs that have been 
proved by time and experience—it can render a 
wonderful service to the city by producing a 
charter that will command support at the polls.

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An Earmark of Decadence 


For once, the state old-age pension bloc has 
cracked its political whip too sharply. Yewell 
Lawrence, arguing for the further relaxation 
of eligibility rules, expounded his bill and then 
refused his fellow-Senators the elementary 
courtesy of answering questions. He said, in- 
stead, “And now, you Senators who are against 
the old folks can have your say.” The tactic 
was rude; the insinuation was outrageously un- 
fair; the Senators resented it. They grilled him 
anyhow, then set his bill aside to cool. , 

This bill should cool forever. If it passed, 
an old person could own a $10,000 home, live 
with a son whose annual income is $7000 (or 
$70,000), will the home to the son when he dies 
—and still draw on the state’s charity as long 
as he lives. And if he reached the age of 62 
with more property than the rules allow, he 
could give it to his son and begin drawing $50 
a month from the state at 65. Another Senator 
aptly called this provision “a three-year statute 
of limitations on dishonesty.” 

Such a law would be grossly unfair to hard- 
working Missourians who are already taxed 
more than $50 a year for old-age relief. It is 
an affront to everyone who believes that people 
with good incomes should support their aged 


parents. People who are trying to preserve the 


integrity of the family can hardly witness the 
effort to shove the aged on public charity with- 
out seeing in it an earmark of a decadent 
society. 

Yet the effort goes relentlessly on, and in 
Missouri it has been increasingly triumphant. 
The problem is to stall it and set up barriers 
to limit old-age relief to those who would be 
destitute without it. One such barrier is ready 
to hand in the lien and recovery laws that nu- 
merous states are employing with such success. 
In those states, the heirs of a pensioner who 
owns property cannot inherit until the state 


Benefits to the needy is as worthy a public 
cause as there is. But deserving old people, 
and everybody else in Missouri but the cheap- 
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skates and chiselers who put the push into the 


pension bloc and lobby, will be the sufferers 
until this looting of the public’s bounty 18 


stopped cold. 


The New Lilienthal Probe 

There is a tendency to pre-judge the current 
congressional investigation of the Atomic Energy 
Commission. Some are assuming that Chairman 
David Lilienthal has been shown to be incompe- 
tent just because an investigation was deemed 
necessary. Others are describing the probe as 
a plot to “get” Lilienthal and to turn atomic 
energy back into military hands. Neither propo- 
sition has been proved as yet. 

By welcoming this investigation, Mr. Lilien- 
thal demonstrated that he knows that fact- 
finding is one of the most important functions 
of Congress. Even when only abuses of the in- 
vestigating power are brought to light, some- 
thing is gained. Since Senator Hickenlooper 
supported Mr. Lilienthal’s appointment as AEC 
chairman, his motives certainly cannot be chal- 
lenged on the present record. And Chairman 
McMahon has promised a “cool, open-minded 
hearing.“ 

The trouble is that both Senator Hicken- 
looper and Mr. Lilienthal have done most of 
their talking in general terms. Much of this may 
be unavoidable in connection with atomic energy 
secrets. But when a layman makes charges, he 
must have heard sométhing which is no longer 
secret. Thus Senator Hickenlooper has two spe- 
cific counts. One is that a Commuhist student 
has been granted aid for atomic study of a 
non-military nature. The AEC’s answer that the 
student was selected by another agency is not 
fully satisfactory. If there must be screening 
for security reasons somewhere along the line, 
why not at the start? 

Perhaps more serious is the case of the miss- 
ing U-235. The FBI is of the opinion that es- 
pionage was not involved. Was it mere care- 
lessness? Does the slight quantity of the miss- 
ing material warrant the alarm felt in some 
quarters? Is U-235 really an exclusive American 
secret? Most of the questions about this case 
can be answered only by experts. It is essential 
that they be called on to say whether this is 
a serious. matter, or whether it is only being 
made to appear so. 

As for Representative Elston’s complaint that 
the AEC cleared Dr. Condon and Dr. Graham, 
the cases of those two men are old stories. No 
good purpose can be served by going into them 
all over again. If the investigating committee 
sticks to new charges, and if it hears both sides 
of the story, it can perform a valuable service. 
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Up to the Housing Authority 

Except for one thing, $t. Louis could go 
ahead rapidly with a low-rent housing develop- 
ment for 551 families when Congress finishes 
writing the public housing bill. This project on 
the near North Side had the necessary federal 
approval when the war intervened. The site was 
virtually cleared before construction was called 
off, so there is no problem of land acquisition 
or of relocating displaced residents. 

But one serious difficulty stands in the way. 
The original plans call for a development re- 
sembling Clinton-Peabody Terrace. Mayor Darst 
finds Clinton-Peabody à horrible disappoint- 
ment.” His recent visit to New York convinced 
him that public housing does not have to look 
like barracks or institutions.“ Chairman Blu- 
meyer of the Housing Authority agreed that 
low-rent housing in Memphis and New Orleans 
is much more attractive. The Mayor appointed a 
special committee, which has recommended a 
new start on the plans. ; 

Better plans are attainable. Cost is not a 
stumbling block, for excellent architecture costs 
no more than pedestrian architecture. In the 
long run, it costs less. An agency that builds to 
last at least 60 years, and that expects to build 
a great deal of housing in the next few years, 
should demand excellent architecture. 

A good project plan should. have been laid 
before the community before now, but the Hous- 
ing Authority can still minimize lost time if it 
gets busy. It can study public housing in other 
cities; it can learn from the recent private archi- 
tectural competition in the South Broadway 
area: it might even stage a fast competition of 


‘its own. After all, mass housing is a field in 


which gifted designers have already labored. 

This community has had enough of “horrible 
disappointments.” It could quickly get enough 
of disappointing delays.

The Lobbyists vs. The Voters 


The Missouri House of Representatives has 
passed the rural road lobby’s gas tax bill. It has 
done so despite the fact that substantially the 
same measure—in the form of the Curry Amend- 
ment—was rejected by the citizens of Missouri 
by a margin of 232,627 votes. Probably the State 
Senate will follow the House’s public-be-damned 
policy. So it seems that if the lobby is to be 
turned back, the voters again will have to do it. 

This is possible because the emergency clause 
tacked onto the gas tax bill fell 25 votes short 
of adoption. 

The rural crowd stands to gain about as much 
from the bill as it would have gained had the 
Curry amendment been adopted. Under the 


bill, the counties would get half of the two- 


cent tax increase, instead of ‘eaving the full 
sum at the disposal of the efficient, non-political 
Highway Commission. Missouri’s experience with 
the school lobby makes possible a fair prediction 
of what would happen. Instead of raising local 
funds for local roads, the rural politicians would 
spend only state funds. 

In other words, they would play the urban 
taxpayers for suckers. Most of the increased gas 
revenue would come from city motorists who 
enjoy no exemptions from this tax as farmers 
do. Yet relatively little of the money would 
come back to the cities. This unfairness was one 
of several good reasons for the rejection of the 
Curry amendment. But with the Legislature 
stacked in favor of the rural regions, the road 
lobby contemptuously decided to grab by the 
legislative process what it had been denied under 
the process of constitutional amendment. In 
other words, it was determined that, one way 
or another, the will of the lobby would prevail 
over the will of the people. 

Unless the Senate turns back the lobby, the 
voters will have to go into action. But consid- 
ering the brazenness of those who would wreck 
the state’s fine conservation policy, one wonders

No reader of the Tribune will suspect us 
of having anything but contempt for the 
kind of rabble-rousing and indecency that 
have characterized the speeches of Gerald 
L. K. Smith and his associates. 


It was such an associate—a priest named 
Arthur Terminiello—who was arrested in a 
Chicago auditorium in 1946 and fined for 
disorderly conduct because his language, it 
was charged, incited mob violence. Ter- 
miniello was sneer- 
ing at New Dealers 
and at Jews, and la- 
beling his hecklers 
‘“‘bedbugs’’ and 
“slimy scum.” The 
mob outside threw 
bottles and brickbats 
into the auditorium, 
smashing windows 
and 80 on. 

But we are com- 
pelled to agree, nev- 
ertheless, with a ma- Abraham Lincoln 
jority decision of the United States Supreme 
Court which says that the Chicago courts 
were on the wrong track. 

If what Father Terminiello said was slan- 
derous, he could properly have been charged 
with slander. If it was obscene, he could 
properly have been charged with obscenity. 
If it was treasonable, he could properly have 
been charged with treason. And so on. 


Bad Taste Isn't Criminal 


Apparently it was none of these things. 
It may have been untrue, and it may have 
been in bad taste. But these things are 
not necessarily disorderly conduct. 

The fact that the crowd was disorderly 
was, actually, the fault of the crowd and 
of the police, who are responsible for main- 
taining order. The speaker had no way of 
knowing whether the audience would sit 
quietly and smile, or arise and throw brick- 
bats. What hé was saying was exactly the 
same in either case. It was no more illegal, 
merely because the audience reacted vio- 
lently, than it would have been otherwise. 


Now it is easy to say about a particular 
speaker and a particular speech, “But he 
was telling dirty lies; therefore charge him 
with anything—it doesn’t matter what—in 
order to stop him.” 

This puts us on mighty dangerous ground. 
If a political candidate is making a per- 
fectly proper attack on his opponent, and 
the crowd starts booing and throwing bot- 
tles, is the speaker therefore subject to ar- 
rest for having “incited violence”? 


Those Who Censor Ideas 


If we are going to have free speech, we 
have to be prepared to tolerate a lot of 
what Arthur Schlesinger Jr., calls “loath- 
some ideas.” For the moment we decide 
to permit the free expression of SOME 
ideas and suppress the expression of OTH- 
ERS, somebody has to decide which ideas 
are “legitimate.” : 

Hitler did this, HE decided which were 
expressible and which weren't. 

The Communist party does it everywhere; 
IT decides what ideas are “valid” and 
which aren’t. ’ 

Everybody knows what the results of 
this are. This is not free speech. It is not 


even a third cousin to free speech. 


The only possible way to have free speech 
is to HAVE it—even when it annoys, even 
when it infuriates. 


If a man abuses this fundamental right 
by injuring another citizen or group— 
through libel, or by egging his audience into 
using physical violence against someone 
else—then he is subject to arrest and in- 
dictment for that, and we have courts in 
which to see that he is punished. 


Let Them Discredit Themselves 


But in these instances he is not being 
deprived of his right of free speech so long 
as he respects the law otherwise. 

In all the years they have been at it, 
Gerald L. K. Smith and his cohorts have 
won no appreciable number of Americans 
to their Fascist-type program—despite all 
of the freedom of speech and press that our 
Constitution has extended to them. 


And why not? Because the ideas they 
express are repugnant to most Americans. 
And citizens know this because they have 
been allowed to see and hear for them- 
selves. 

If we had condoned laws, and their ap- 
plication, which gagged Gerald L. K. Smith, 
these gag laws would have been employed 
unquestionably to shut up many labor 
speakers, many economic reformists, many 
liberal educators, many unpopular political 


candidates, and who kndws who else? 


Arouse People—of Course 


A society cannot have a “little bit” of 
free speech. It either has free speech or 
it doesn’t. 

So in order to keep this freedom, we 
have to overlook the noisy little demagogues 
who clatter under foot, making democracy 
stumble over them and feel its way for- 
ward. 

This is why we consider the Supreme 
Court majority dead right and the dissent- 
ing Court minority badly confused—much 
as we detest the nasty untruths blathered 
by our rabble-rousers. 


If our American concept of freedom had 
required reformers and political rebels to 
say nothing that would “arouse” their lis- 
teners, Thomas Jefferson would have spent 
his life in prison and we probably never 
would have heard of an Illinois lawyer 
named Abe Lincoln.

The Fur Empire 
UP THE COLUMBIA FOR FURS, by Cecil Dréden, 
iMustrated by E. Joseph Dreany. (The Caxton Printers, 

30? pa@s., $4.) 

Two great rivers were the routes by 
which the trading companies sought the 
fur empire of the Rocky Mountains. One 
was the Missouri, breasting the vast range 
from the Montana plains. The other was 
the Columbia, which led to the mountains 
on a shorter, steeper slant from the Pacific 
seaboard. 

Mrs. Dryden has revived the era of the 
early nineteenth century, when white men 
were slaughtering practically all the beavers 
in the Columbia’s immense basin. The book 
is in two parts. In the beginning, the au- 
thor imagines herself to be Ross Cox, one 
of the clerks with the John Jacob Astor 


party of 1811. 
* * * 


The second portion is presented as the 
journal of Alexander Ross, a fabulous fig- 
ure in the development of the Northwest. 
He served three rival fur companies, mar- 
ried a squaw and knew instinctively the 
wilderness swales where pelts might be 
trapped. This is the more vivid part of 
Mrs. Dryden’s work. 

In five months, one of Alexander Ross’ 
trail outfits would bring in 60,000 beaver 
skins. This indicates (1) why the beaver 
was nearly wiped out in Oregon and Idaho, 
and (2) why the trading companies pros- 
pered prodigiously. Mrs. Dryden points 
out that even greater profits would have 
been made had the men not had to spend 
so much time protecting themselves from 
the Indians. The Indians, of course, were 
angered by getting the short end of most of 
the deals with the traders. It is an interest- 
ing tale, but not a particularly pretty one.

But the 
fact remains that the policy of 
large contributions does not rest 
on solid congressional and popular 
foundations. 


“Crisis” Money. 


It rests on the feeling of crisis 
mixed with varying but lesser 
proportions of humanitarianism 
and enlightened self-interest. All 
observers are agreed, I believe, 
that without the Czechoslovak 
coup and the death of Masaryk, 
the passage of ECA through Con- 
gress would have been slower and 
harder, and that but for the Ber- 


country. That is their perpetual 


lin blockade the second install- 
ment would have run into much 
more serious examination by Con- 
gress. 

There is, therefore, good ground 
for the anxiety as to what will- 
happen to these programs of as- 
sistance if the Soviets have really 
decided to relax the European 
crisis, or indeed to resolve it by a 
military withdrawal from Ger- 
many. 


The Persistent Need. 


The problem for Europe and for 


America will then be how to find 


a permanent, not merely an emer- 
gency, basis for the two great ele- 
ments of our European policy. 
The one is the American guaran- 
ty that military aggression cannot 
be committed without the certain- 
ty of war with the United States. 
The other is that the imbalance 
of exports and imports between 
North America and Europe must 
be righted—for the time being by 
ERP, but in the longer run by 
American and private investments 
abroad. 

For in no time that we can 
foresee—no matter how concilia- 
tory the Soviets may be—will Eu- 
rope be secure without the Amer- 
ican guaranty or solvent without 
some special financial arrange- 
ments by the United States. 


The Constructive View. 


It is easier to sustain these 
policies in an atmosphere of crisis 
and of fear, and if the Soviets are 
going to be as dull-witted as Mr. 
Vishinsky’s opening proposals 
might indicate, we shall no doubt 
get along somewhat longer as we 
are. But we must suppose, ag a 
matter of prudence, that the 
Soviets will not always be stupid, 
and if they are not, then we shall 
have to found our policies on 
generosity and enlightened self- 
interest rather than on fear and 
anxiety. 

If the European situation is no 
longer in crisis by next winter, 
the continuation of European as- 
sistance on a large scale will re- 
quire a very considerable change 
in the emphasis, and probably also 
in the working theory. Broadly 
speaking, the American people will 
have to be convinced that if they 
are not paying for a cold war, 
they are making a contribution to 
construct a decidedly better Euro- 
pean system than that which has 
produced all the calamities of the 
twentieth century.

Head of Shaw’s Garden Board 
for Years; Ex-Member 
of City Council. 


George Collier Hitchcock, for- 
mer Circuit Judge, who for many 
years headed the board of trus- 
tees of Missouri Botanical 
(Shaw’s) Garden, died last night 
at his home, 5363 Waterman ave- 
nue, after a prolonged illness. He 
was 81 years old. 

Judge Hitchcock practiced law 
in St. Louis since 1894, following 
his graduation from Harvard Law 
School. He was assistant United 
States attorney for the eastern 
district of Missouri from 1899 to 
1902, was a member of the City 


Council from 1905 to 1907, and was 
elected to the Circuit Court bench 
for a 6-year term in 1908. 

He was appointed Chancellor of 
the Episcopal Diocese of Missouri 
by the late Bishop Daniel S. Tut- 
tle in 1921, and served in that 
office until 1939. 


In recent years Judge Hitchcock 
had given much of his time to the 
direction of the business affairs 
of Shaw’s Garden. He resigned 
the chairmanship of the Garden’s 
board of trustees about one year 
Ago. 

He was head of the Collier 
estate, based on the fortune of his 
grandfather, George Collier, one 
of the wealthiest St. Louisans of 
the 1840s. He was the son of 
Henry Hitchcock, a leading St. 
Louis lawyer of the 708, and a 
nephew of Ethan Allen Hitchcock, 
Secretary of the Interior in Presi- 
dent Theodore Roosevelt’s cabinet. 
A trusted employe of Judge 
Hitchcock’s office, C. Ear] Hub- 
bard, who was secretary of the 
Collier Estate, confessed in De- 
cember 1938 that he had em- 
bezzled about $100,000 from that 
estate, and an equal amount from 
the Mary Collier Hitchcock trust 
estate. He pleaded guilty of em- 
bezzlement, and was sentenced to

VISCOUNT LEVERHULME 
DES: SOAP. MAGNATE 


Succumbs While on U.S. Visit 
Lever Bros. Among 
His 516 Firms. 


MINNEAPOLIS, May 27 (AP)— 
Viscount William Leverhulme, one 
of the richest men in the British 
Empire, died last night in a Min- 
neapolis hospital in the midst of a 
family trip around the world. He 
had been taken off a train here 


Monday suffering from an internal 
ulcer. He was 61 years old. 

Viscount Leverhulme headed the 
world-wide firm of Unilever, Ltd., 
of which the soap firm of Lever 
Bros. is an American subsidiary. 

The body will be sent to England 
by train and boat for burial, 
Charles Luckman, president of 
Lever Bros., said. 

Luckman, his wife and Lady 
Leverhulme and her daughter, Jill 
Lee-Morris, will accompany the 
body. 

Born William Hulme Lever, the 
Viscount inherited’ a prosperous 
soap business and built it into a 
quarter-billion dollar empire con- 
trolling 516 firms dealing in soap, 
oils and margarines in 40 coun- 
tries. 

He started work in his father’s 
factory as a laborer on the fat 
kettles. When he took over con- 
trol of Lever Bros. in 1925 on the 
death of his father, the business 
was worth about $8,000,000. 

The young Viscount expanded 
Lever Bros. and founded Unilever 
Industries, Ltd., which have an 
estimated valuation of $280,000,000. 

His first marriage ended in di- 
vorce in 1936. He was married to 
Winifred Agnes Lloyd in 1937. 

He has a son, Philip William 
Lever, and two daughters, Mrs. 
Rosemary Whetherly and Mrs. 
Mary Patricia Higgin, by his first 
marriage. 

He was interested in the thea- 
ter and wrote numerous musical 
comedy skits and lyrics for ama- 
teur productions by factory drama 
groups. 

Friends have credited his suc- 
cess to his “enormous capacity for 
work.”

Legal Question Raised. 

Haley based his main arguments 
on constitutional grounds.

They are 
the men and women who bear di- 
rectly. the cost and suffering of 
unnecessary accidents—insofar as 
governmental action is concerned, 
the state. governments have the 
principal responsibility for help- 
ing to make work places safe—the 
role of the Federal Government, 
as I see it, is primarily to stimu- 
late co-operation for safety and to 
encourage the use of the best 
methods and standards.”

Merchants of Coal Heating Serv- 
ice of St. Louis recognize that the 
“fuss and muss” of delivering coal 
has been an objectionable feature 
in the use of coal for home heat- 
ing.

GENERAL GUIDE SUGGESTED 
FOR COMPLETE HEAT PLANT 


A general guide in laying out a 
complete residential heating plant, 
is given by the Coal Heating 
Service of St. Louis, Inc., a co- 
operative organization of local 
coal retailers and heating firms 
devoted to raising standards for 
the servicing and maintenance of 
coal-fired home heating systems. 

The coal bin should be located 
as near the driveway as possible. 

The hand-fired heating unit and 
the Coal bin outlet should be no 
more than eight feet apart, with 
the firing door of the furnace at 
a convenient angle in relationship 
to the bin. If the heating plant 
includes a hopper-type stoker, the 
unit should be located so that the 
hopper will also be adjacent to the 
coal bin outlet. 

If a bin-feed stoker is installed, 
‘the location of the unit will vary 
with respect to the coal bin, ac- 
cording to the position of the 
worm-driving mechanism. The ex- 
tension worm for these stokers 
should be laid out in multiples of 
three feet, as that is the length 
of a standard section. 

The flue outlet of the heating 
unit should be located not over 10 
feet from the chimney, and pre- 
ferably less, with as few piping 
turns as possible. 


800 NEW COAL MINES OPEN 


Keystone Coal Buyers Manual, 
a publication issued by McGraw- 
Hill Publising Co., New York City, 
is the authority for the statement 
that in the six years (1942-1947) 
there were approximately 800 new 
deep coal mines developed, with 
an aggregate presumed capacity 
of about 155 million tons annu- 
ally. During these six years, strip 
or open-cut mining opened opera- 
tions with a yearly capacity of 60 
million tons, 


Put together, the new deep and 
strip operations made 215 million 
tons of bituminous coal available. 
However, during this same period 
some bituminous mines were go- 
ing out of production, having ex- 
hausted the minable coal, so the 
net increase in annual capacity 
was about 50 million tons. 


Coal Makes Electricity. 
More than half of this nation’s 
electricity is made from bituminous 
coal, and coal consumption for 
this purpose in 1947 was approxi- 
mately 25 per cent higher than in 


1946. 


RETAILERS HANDLE ONE-FIFTH 
OF NATION'S BITUMINOUS COAL 


In 1947 about 99,200,000 tons 
were delivered to coal retail mer- 
chants for resale to household 
consumers, small commercial cus- 
tomers, offices, schools, churches, 
etc.—mainly for wintertime heat- 
ing. 

Customarily about one-fifth of 
the total of bituminous coal 
passes through the hands of re- 
tailers. 

The 1940 Census of Housing re- 
ports that 13,222,000 dwelling units 
were heated with bituminous coal 
with the average consumption be- 
ing 6.27 tons per dwelling unit in 
1940, on which basis of computa- 
tion an indicated 82,902,000 tons 
were consumed for home heating 
in 1940 according to the United 
States Bureau of Mines, In that 
year about 88,000,000 tons were de- 
livered to retailers who must have 
furnished some 5,100,000 tons to 
small commercial and industrial 
customers, and for large-scale 
space-heating. 

According to the Stoker Manu- 
facturers Association, about 
1,350,000 domestic coal stokers 
were sold from 1923 to 1947. 


BITUMINOUS COAL IS BASIC

It is to be remembered that a 
chimney or vent pipe is first and 
foremost a venting device that 
carries the products of combus- 
tion to the outdoors and nothing, 
either structural or decorative, 
should be incorporated in the 
chimney design which will pre- 
vent it from effectively and ade- 
quately serving this function. 
Inside Chimney Preferred. 

With automatic fuel-burning 
equipment and with forced circu- 
lation types of heating plants, the 
chimney can be located anywhere 
in the house. None the less, expe- 
rience has demonstrated that the 
preferred position is an inside 
chimney. 

The top of the chimney should 
extend at least two and one-half 
feet above the ridge of the roof 
It should contain a lined flue of a 
large cross section area and the 
flue should be straight up through 
the entire height of the chimney 
with no offset restricting the re- 
lease of products of combustion, 

Objection to an outside chimney 
that is exposed to the weather on 
one or more sides is that such a 
chimney will cool off when the 
burner stops or when the coal fire 
is low. Then when the burner 
starts again or coal ig added to 
the fire, the products of combus- 
tion have to force their way out of 
a chimney filled with dense, cold 
gases. Frequently, a back draft 
may result. This is often the rea- 
son why home owners complain 
about fumes, suspected carbon 
monoxide, or smoke backing into 
the house. 

Won’t Cool Off. 

An inside chimney will not cool 
down quite as much during the off 
periods of the oil or gas burner or 
when the coal fire is low. Hence, 
it is less subject to these troubles, 
The heat which does escape from 
an inside chimney to the house is 
regained as useful heat, thus help- 
dng to reduce the fuel bill 

When gas fuel is burned, large 
quantities of water vapor are 
formed. This vapor will condense 
on the inside of the chimney if the 
inner surfaces of the chimney are 
cold. In a poorly constructed 
chimney this moisture, slightly 
acid in nature, will begin a cor- 
rosive action that can eventually

Fireproof Chimneys Important. 

Incorrect chimney construction 
is one of the outstanding causes 
of residence fires in this nation. 
It is vitally important to the home 
owner that no combustible ma- 
terial be in contact with the chim- 
ney. Definite specifications exist 
for the clearance between smoke- 
pipes or vent pipes and adjacent 
combustible material such as 
joists, wood lathe, and plaster, and 
wooden partitions. These sur- 
faces should be adequately pro- 
tected with fireproof material. It’s 
the cheapest form of fire insur- 
ance for the home owner. 

In certain areas where soft coal 
is burned for residence heating, 
chimneys and smoke pipes are 
bound to accumulate a layer of 
soot. It is advisable to have 
chimneys and smoke pipes cleaned 
regularly in these areas. Other- 
wise, chimneys will “burn out,” 
the soot will catch fire. Scatter- 
ing sparks from chimney fires can 
ignite combustible roofs in dry 
weather.

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AMERICAN, British and French officials are 
now trying to settle six billion dollars in claims 
made by the rich German refugees, most of 
whom settled in New York to ride out the 
storm. It is a difficult procedure. The reckless, 
cynical seizure of great properties during 
Hitler’s purges, the changes in Nazi ownership, 
eventual demolishment and the refusal of the 
Russians to co-operate in putting the jigsaw 
back together again constitute one of the great 
headaches of postwar Germany.

Real-Life Courage 
ERTAINLY the story of Monty Stratton, the courageous

There has been some fidtionizing and telescoping of the 
actual facts, but the salient features are there. Stratton, who 
had won 15 games a season for two seasons for the White Sox, 
lost a leg from a gunshot wound while hunting in 1088. In 
1946, he came back for the Sherman team of the Bast Toxas , 
League, winning 18 games. He retired at the end of the 1947 
season and is supposed to have gotten $100,000 for the filming 
of his story, which he thoroughly deserved. 


Stewart is ideal for the role. As the boy fresh off the 
Texas farm, he has the lanky build, the combination 6f rural 
gawkiness and freshman aggressiveness, that make him a syn- 
thesis of the typical rookie pitcher. The movie has an authen- 
tic baseball atmosphere helped by the presence of a group of 
past and present big-leaguers In the cast—notably Jimmy Dykes, 
the ex-White Sox manager, who plays his scrappy self with the 
assurance of a veteran actor; Bill Dickey of the Yankees, and 
Gene Bearden of the Cleveland Indians, June Allyson as Strat- 
ton’s wife, Agnes Moorehead as his mother and Frank Morgan 
as a baseball has-been who discovers Stratton are all very sat- 
isfactory. 


Screwball Baseball Farce 


By coincidence, the other leading entry in this week's new 
films also is a baseball yarn, “IT HAPPENS EVERY SPRING,” 
at the ST. LOUIS, but it’s at an opposite pole in treatment from 
“The Stratton Story,” being pure farce with a minimum of 

realism. It has Ray Milland as a studious- 
looking chemistry instructor at a university 
near St. Louis who accidently discovers that 
a formula of his makes a baseball rubbed with 
it wood-repellent—in other words, it will hop 
right over or around a swung bat. He's not 
such an absent-minded prof that he doesn’t 
immediately visualize the financial rewards 
for a pitcher using it. He sells himself to a fictitious St. Louis 
ball club, which has a stadium with an imposing facade that 
would put Sportsman’s Park to shame, and, at $1000 a victory, 
wins 38 regular season games and three world series games. 


The story is amusing enough at times, but it is too 
dependent on a couple of gags—for batters’ amazement as 
the ball hops right over their bats, and the mistake of Mil- 
land’s battery mate in using the formula as hair-tonic, 
which makes his hair stand up and fight a wooden brush. 
No very good comedy idea or dialogue has been utilized 
to fill up the gap—the chemistry instructor's efforts to keep 
his identity secret are pretty thin stuff. It’s from the type- 
writer of Valentine Davies, who wrote “Miracle on 34th 
Street,” but is far short of that engaging piece of fantasy. 
To enjoy the film at all, you have to close your eyes to any 
rational interpretatién—for instance, big league players with 
memories of the emery-bal]l and spit-ball would have been in- 
sisting on an examination of Milland’s glove, where he had 
hidden a sponge saturated with the formula, after one pitch. 


As Milland’s battery mate, Paul Douglas shows a light- 
comedy sense much better than his lines, but the role is 
definitely a much weaker one than the plum he had in 
“A Letter to Three Wives.” Jean Peters, as the chemistry 
instructor’s girl, has little else to do but be pretty. 

Douglas and Miss Peters, along with the luscious Linda 
Darnell, appeared on the stage of the St. Louis, for three 
performances last night as part of the ballyhoo for the 
world premiere of the film.

Go into home economics if pos- 
semble; such teachers have the 
greatest likelihood of marriage, 
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from a statistical point of view. 
Go into a small town. Find out 
in advance that the principal, su- 
perintendent, and board of educa- 
tion expect to consider you as a 
human being—otherwise don't go. 

If you insist on your rights and 
then make the most of them, you 
won't find that teaching cuts you 
off from likelihood of marriage 
any more than any other oe- 
cupation does, It will be a ques- 
tion of your determination to 
broaden out your social life and 
Manage your affairs intelligently.

THINGS YOU SHOULD KNOW 
ABOUT SCREENING. 


EEMS that before you go out 

to buy any wire screening you 

should know the size of the 
smallest bug that is likely to want 
to come in and bite you. The 
reason for all this is that there is 
a considerable difference in the 
size mesh screening, and if a very 
open mesh wire is used it may be 
that about all it will keep out will 
be bald eagles and great auks. 


In the first place “mesh” means 
the number of open spaces per 
inch. For example, there is 14 by 


14 mesh but this is so open that 
it is not effective except against 
very fat mosquitoes and oversized 
houseflies. he standard sizes 
mesh are 16 by 16, 18 by 14 and 
18 by 18. 


Eighteen by 14 and 16 by 16 
seem to be about equal in their 
ability to keep out the same size 
insects and let in the same amount 
of light and air. Eighteen by 18 
mesh screening is fine when you 
have to deal with very small in- 
sects that manage to slip through 
the larger size mesh. On the 
other hand, you don’t want to use 
this size unless it is necessary be- 
cause it does reduce the amount 
of air and light that can get past.

Eleanor Roosevelt Tells Her Own Story 
Writing in McCall's Magazine, She — aw 
Reveals in Part Reasons for Break 
Between Her Husband and Al Smith 
—Gives Only Faint Praise to Farley

RS, ELEANOR ROOSEVELT, writing in McCall's 
reveals in part the reasons behind the break between the late 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and the late Alfred E. Smith. One was

what she describes as Smith’s “snobbishness” because he Was a self- 
made man; another was Roosevelt's refusal, as Governor of New 
York, to follow Smith's recommendations for appointments. 


Although Roosevelt had nomi- 
nated Smith for the presidency at 
the 1928 Democratic national con- 
vention, Mrs. Roosevelt says that 
she thinks Smith “did not have 
much confidence in the Harvard 
man—a man with a different kind 
of education, who cared about 
many which meant little 
or nothing to Gov. Smith.” 

Under the title, “This I Remem- 
ber,” the magazine is printing Mrs. 
Roosevelt’s memoirs of the years 
from 1924 to 1945. The June issue, 
out today, carried the first of sev- 
en installments. The series will 
run to 125,000 words. 

In today’s installment, Mrs. 
Roosevelt gives only faint praise 
to James A. Farley, who broke 
with F.D.R. over the third term 
issue in 1940. 

She compares Farley with Ed- 
ward J. Flynn, also a Democratic 
national chairman, by saying that 
Flynn came to understand much 
that her husband believed in and 
worked for, while “Jim Farley, as 


certain type of men do, believed 


in the man for whom,he worked 
but was not so much concerned 
with the ideas and ideals for 
Which that man stood.” 

As to the subsequent break be- 
tween Roosevelt and Farley, Mrs. 
Roosevelt merely says that “what 
happened later is another story!” 
Presumably she will reveal the 
details in later installments. 

Paradoxically, Farley, in his 
memoirs covering the Roosevelt 
years, blamed snobbishness for his 
exclusion from White House so- 
cial activities. Without giving the 
source of his information, Farley 
quoted Mrs. Roosevelt as having 
said: “Franklin finds it hard to 
relax with people who aren’t his 
Social equal.” Mrs. Roosevelt de- 
nied having made any such state- 
ment. 

Mrs. Roosevelt writes that there 
are two kinds of snobbishness, the 
usual kind of a man who has had 
many opportunities looking down 
on those who lack them, and the 
other, rarely understood, of a gelf- 
made man who glories in his own 
success in overcoming difficulties 
and respects men who achieve 
things he considers important. 

x * 

((o. SMITH,” she contin- 
G “respected people who 
made a success in business 
through their own efforts or made 
a name in the world in spite of 
modest beginnings. I think he 
tended to look down on a man 
who had not met and conquered 
the same situations that he him- 
self had. Because Franklin was 
a man of moderate wealth and 
had always had a comfortable 
life, Gov. Smith could not believe 
he was as understanding and able 
a person as if he had been self 

made. 

“In those days I think I under- 
stood Gov. Smith in some ways 
better than my husband did. Al- 
though the two men had known 
each other for a long time they 
were really not intimate. Frank- 
lin thought only of Gov. Smith's 
ability as an administrator, as a 
campaigner, as a statesman and 
as a good governor. However, I 
knew he was an emotional per- 
son with certain weaknesses. He 
had fine qualities of love and loy- 
alty to his church, his family and 
friends, but certain kinds of 
discipline he did not understand. 
He was moved by his emotions and 
not always able to control them.” 

At another part of the install- 
ment, Mrs. Roosevelt says that 
after Smith had been defeated for 
the presidency in 1928, even losing 
New Tork State, and Roosevelt 
had won the governorship by a 
close margin, Smith may have felt 
that Roosevelt should seek his ad- 
vice. He was particularly in- 
sistent that Roosevelt should ap- 
point his friend Mrs. Belle Mos- 
kowitz to a high position in the 
state government, Roosevelt each 
time replied that while he had 
great respect for Mrs. Moskowitz's 
ability and knew how greatly she 
had aided Gov, Smith, he still felt 
it would be unwige to retain her 
in his own close administrative 
circle. The reason for this, Mrs. 
Roosevelt writes, was simple — 
F. D. R. thought that anyone who 
had worked so long with someone 
else would find it impossible to 
transfer her loyalty. 

“In many ways,” Mrs. Roosevelt 
observes, “Gov. Smith did not 
know my husband. One of Frank- 
lin’s main qualities of which Gov. 
Smith was apparently unaware, 
was that he never assumed any 


responsibility that be did not in- 
tend to carry through. 

“It never occurred to Franklin 
that he was not ng to be the 
governor of New York, with all of 
the responsibility and work that 
Position carried. That ended the 
close relationship between my 
husband and Gov. Smith, though 
there was no open break so far 
as I know.” 

It would be interesting to know 
what Mrs. Roosevelt would call an 
open break, Smith came to the 
Chicago convention in 1932, think- 
ing he had a second chance for 
the Democratic presidential nom- 
ination. He thought he had con- 
trol of the convention machinery 
through Democratic National 
Chairman John J. Raskob and 
Executive Director Jouett Shouse. 
Roosevelt, Louis Howe and Farley 
wrested that control away from 
the Smith-Raskob crowd and in- 
stalled the late Senator Thomas 
J. Walsh of Montana as perma- 
nent chairman. Roosevelt won the 
nomination and Smith took a walk 
from Chicago before Roosevelt 
made his dramatic acceptance 
speech.

ROOSEVELT gives lavish 
M praise to Howe, Roosevelt's 
gnomelike adviser, who, rather 
than her husband, first told her 
the plan for the try for the 1932 
nomination. Of him she says: 

“In terms of imagination and 
determination, this little man was 
really the biggest man I have ever 
known. His body was weak, but 
his mind never stopped working 
for a second, He had a few per- 
sonal friends and most of them 
he judged by their loyalty to ‘the 
boss,’ as he called my husband. 
He was one of the few people 
who never said yes when he meant 
no. From the start he had Frank- 
Un's full confidence and respect. 
It took me longer to appreciate 
and admire his loyalty and great 
talent for manipulating people 
and events to achieve his ends.” 

Howe did not want Roosevelt to 
run for the New York governor- 
ship in 1928 to help Smith in the 
presidential race but once the de- 
cision was made, he went out to 
win as the first step to the White 
House. 

Mrs. Roosevelt gives her ver- 
sion of the famous telephone call 
by Smith and Raskob to Roose- 
velt at Warm Springs, Ga. She 
wanted F. D. R. to continue his cure 
for infantile paralysis rather than 
run for the New York governor- 
ship, but believed the decision was 
his to make. She was working in 
the New York City Democratic 
headquarters at the time—a job 
suggested by Howe—and she con- 
sented to try to telephone F.D.R., 
after Smith and Raskob had told 
her that they had been unable to 
reach him at Warm Springs. She 
finally got the call through. and 
turned the telephone over to Smith, 
after Roosevelt had told her with

NEW YORK, May 27 (AP). 
HE crippling illness of 
T Franklin D. Roosevelt was 
“a blessing in disguise, for 
it gave him strength and cour- 
age he had not before,” his wife 
declared today. 

Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
in the first installment of new 
memoirs appearing in the cur- 
rent issue of McCall’s maga- 
zine, writes that the late Presi- 
dent’s affliction caused him to 
“think out fundamentals of liv- 
ing and learn the greatest of 
all lessons—infinite patience 
and never-ending persistence.” 

Mrs. Roosevelt describes at 
length the problems confront- 
ing the family of a man promi- 
nent in public life. For the 
young, she says, it is particu- 
larly difficult. 

“Special privileges are of- 
fered to them on every side,” 
she writes. “If they do not ac- 
cept, they are considered un- 
gracious and unappreciative. If

they do accept they are accused 
of being selfish, arrogant, 
greedy and thinking themselves 
important and above other peo- 
ple—in fact they have all the 
disagreeable traits that we dis- 
like most in the young!” 

Frequently the Roosevelt 
children became bitter and up- 
set at their constant exposure 
to the public, and were further 
upset because their busy father 
was unable to devote much 
time to them and their personal 
problems. 

Of her husband’s nomination 
for the presidency, she says: 
“From a personal standpoint, 
of course, I did not want my 
husband to be President. I 
realized, however, that it was 
impossible to keep a man out 
of public service if. that was 
what he wanted and undoubted- 
ly was well equipped for.” 

She decided her reluctance 
was pure selfishness, she says 
and never mentioned her feel- 
ings on the subject to him.

She also explains why many 
callers thought they had been mis- 
led in believing Roosevelt would 
follow their suggestions. He liked 
to listen to people and if he 
thought a view was clear and well- 
expressed he nodded his head and 
frequently said, “I see,” or some- 
thing of the sort. 

Mrs. Roosevelt discloses that 
her husband used the trick of 
monopolizing the conversation to 
prevent callers from asking em- 
barrassing questions or making 
unwanted tions. 

Among F.D.R.’s intimates only 
a few understood why some call- 
ers thought themselves misled and 
others were prevented from giv- 
ing their views. Those who did 
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no attempt to cover up the di- 

the children and 
F. D. R.“ s own belief that they 
should be allowed to live their 
own lives and make their own 
money. She indicates that this 
was partly due to the fact that 
he and she were kept under the 
matriarchal and financial domina- 
tion of his mother, who, neverthe- 
less tended to spoil her grand- 
children. 

She discloses that the Presi- 
dent’s income was never large and 
that he had to spend some of his 
principal every year he was in 
Albany and in the White House. 


He died before his mother’s estate 


was settled, so that was not a 
help. 

At the time of her marriage, 
Mrs. Roosevelt’s income varied 
between $5000 and $8000 a year. 
She and F. D. R. agreed to put 
an equal amount into the house- 
hold account and at that time 
were able to live comfortably if 
not luxuriously on $600 a month. 


F. D. R., in addition to the 
household contribution, paid the 
rent, the children's schooling and 
the doctor bills. Mrs. Roosevelt 
paid for her own and the chil- 
dren’s clothing. Later F. D. R. 
gave the children moderate allow- 
ances when they were in school. 
After the older boys, James and 
Elliott, had finished their educa- 
tion — Elliott refused to follow 
family tradition and go to Har- 
vard—their allowances were cut 
off and they had to go to work. 

Mrs. Roosevelt says this compli- 
cated matters because instead of 
being allowed to start at the bot- 
tom and work up, they were of- 
fered jobs that gave them too high 
returns, She observes that they 
were too young and inexperienced 
to realize that the jobs were of- 
fered them because of their name 
and their father’s position. 


She takes particular pains to 
deny that the youngest boy, John, 
Was a pacificist. She says that be- 
fore the war, John did not think 
he was anxious to go to war, but 
once the conflict started there 
Was never any question for him 
as to what had to be done. 

Mrs. Roosevelt begins her 
present memoirs with the state- 
ment that many books will be 
written about her husband in the 
next few years and that while she 
cannot claim to be entirely objec- 
tive she knows some that 
nobody else can know. She ob- 
serves that she may help to fill 
in the picture for future histor-

His 
tactics of passing over one spade 
and then entering the auction at 
the three-level were not to be com- 
mended, and it was only because 
he found North with an excellent 
hand (under the circumstances), 
and also found East “asleep at the 
switch,” that the three-club stab 
bid had such a lucrative outcome, 

East should not have been 30 
amiable about accepting West's 
double! What did he think West 
had? West had passed originally, 
and then had merely given East 
a single raise. East himself, surely 
had no hand to brag about de- 
fensively, and this was the more 
true in view of the spade length 
West had indicated. Finally, and 
again stressing the fact that West 
had already denied substantial 
strength, a plea for “co-operation” 
about the double was implicit in 
the situation itself, and East 
should have co-operated by goitg 
to three spades. 

South ruffed the opening spade 
lead and led a low diamond to the 
nine. East won with the ace and 
led another spade, South ruffed 
and led a low trump toward 
dummy; West put up the king 
and returned still another spade. 
Once more South ruffed; then he 
cashed the trump ace and led the 
diamond jack through West. The 
latter ducked, but this did him no 
more good than covering would 
have done.

Meringue Shells. 


Two egg whites, two-eighths 
teaspoon salt, one-half teaspoon 
eream of tartar, one-half cup 
| sugar. 

Have egg whites warmed to 
room temperature. Add salt and 
cream of tartar and beat until 
mixture forms peaks with points 
that curve over. Beat in sugar in 
portions of one tablespoon at a 
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time and continue beating until 
sugar is dissolved and the mixture 
forms glossy soft peaks. Shape 
into mounds on ungreased heavy 
wrapping paper or other unglazed 
paper on a baking sheet. A pastry 
bag is useful in shaping me- 
ringues. Bake in a very slow 
oven (250 degree F.) for 30 minutes 
for soft shells; bake one hour 
for dry, faintly browned shells. 
At the end of the baking period, 
turn off the heat and allow the 
meringues to remain in the oven 
until they cool. Serve split in half 
with ice cream and lemon sauce. 


Lemon Sauce. 


One cup sugar, two teaspoons 
cornstarch, two cups boiling water, 
two egg yolks, three tablespoons 
lemon juice, one-half teaspoon 
finely grated lemon rind, one- 
half teaspoon salt, two tablespoons 
butter, few grains nutmeg. 

Blend sugar and cornstarch in 
saucepan. Slowly stir in boiling 
water to keep smooth. Simmer 
for 5 minutes, stirring constantly, 
until smooth and thickened. Add a 
little of this hot sauce to the beat- 
en egg yolk with the lemon juice, 
stir vigorously, then add this yolk 
mixture to sauce and cook 1 min- 
ute longer, stirring thoroughly.
